Saylor has been showfng in the Baby Beef 
section since he was ten years of age, and 
is now feeding two calves, one for the Iowa 
State Fair at Des Moines. By the way this 


one is reported as a good calf and he is also 
the eighth calf to be fitted and shown by 
this lad. 


Death of Mr. Peabody. 

The Journal has just been apprised of the 
death of Mr. F. F. Peabody at his Santa 
Barbara home on February 23d. Mr. Pea- 
body was known to Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ers as the owner of the fine Eagle Ranch 
herd near Atascadero, California, which con- 
tained many of the finest specimens of the 
breed. Here it was that the great bull 
Proud Eric of Aberlour, a son of Just Eric 
of Harviestoun, stood at the head of the 
herd. In the cow herd was to be found such 
animals as Blackbird Lass, a Rosemere pro- 
duct; the great deep, thick, even lined ma- 
tron Partheria whose dam Partheria 4th is 
also the dam of Parthebeau, a splendid herd 
bull by the International grand champion 
Ames Plantation Beau, used in this Eagle 
Ranch herd. Imported Belinda of Doonholm 
was another member of this herd. 

The estate at Eagle Ranch is a gorgeous 
place, the grounds profusely decorated with 
flower gardens, artistically tucked away in 
the folds on the face of mother earth. Mr. 
Peabody found exquisite pleasure here and 
with his splendid herds. Upon one of the 
forward pages in the handsome catalog is- 
sued from Eagle Ranch in 1923 is found 
this brief verse, tersely expressing his sen:

If Feeding Three Times a Day, Skip Sunday Noons—This is a 
system practiced by a good many showmen. It gives the animal’s 
system a little rest when on a full feed, and tends to keep him on 
feed. _ 
Give Your Calf Plenty of Salt—Salt may be fed by mixing a 
pinch or two with each feed, or by having a box of salt in the stall 
where the calf can lick at will. 
Allow Your Calf All the

on, and you should, you will save yourself lots of worry if you will 
start your calf on ground feed. He may take to it more slowly, but 
he probably will do better later on. Most club members begin by 
feeding once a day, later twice daily, and take three or four weeks 
to get their calves on full feed. A good many begin feeding three 
times a day during March or April. This system of feeding is be- 
coming more popular yearly. Molasses and molasses feeds are be- 
ing used more and more each year. Their principal benefit is that 
of an appetizer although many old feeders use molasses feeds as a 
protein supplement. A majority prefer to use black strap or New 
Orleans molasses. Enough molasses to sweeten the feed is mixed 
in sufficient water to moisten it. Care must be exercised not to get 
the feed sloppy. Once you get 
your calf to liking molasses, 
you can crowd him along 


Water He Wants—To gain 
well, a calf must drink lots of 
water. A calf should have 
water at least twice a day, 
although three times a day 
is better. An even better 
way is to have it before him 
at all times. 

Pasture Never Fattened 
or Helped to Fatten a Baby 
Beef Club Calf—If your calf 
never sees it next spring, he 
will be better off. A good 
many of the younger feeders 
make the mistake of letting 
their calves have pasture. 
The results of the last five 
seasons have shown conclu- 
sively that calves do much 
better if they are never al- 
lowed any grass. True, they 
like it, but once they are on 
grass they lose their appetite 
for grains, and they must 
have grain to get fat, and 
they must be fat to sell well. 


pretty fast. Some club mem- 
bers complain that they have 
trouble getting their calves 
to eat feed with molasses on 
it. Other boys say they have 
no trouble at all. This trouble 
can be gotten around by cut- 
ting down the feed given the 
calf for a day, and then giv- 
ing him a short feed with the 
molasses on it. He is hungry 
enough to eat then; and, once 
he gets to liking molasses, 
he’ll make up for lost time. 
Most feeders have found it 
best not to put off feeding 
molasses too long. An early 
start in the spring is best. 
Calves will go off feed now 
and then. When they do, 
miss a feed, perhaps two, and 
then begin again by allowing 
them one-fourth to one-third 
of a full feed. If the calf 
isn’t hungry, take the feed 
from him, and try him again

HERE IS SOME FIRST HAND EVIDENCE. 

“Our cattle have come through the winter very nicely” says 
Mr. A. F. Buchanan, of Glade Spring, Virginia, in a recent commun- 
ication to this office. “Grass is unusually good and our country 
short of cattle. Owing to drouth last year less feed was raised than 
for many years, yet for lack of cattle in the country to consume it 
more of it will rot in the fields this spring than for a long time. It 
will not be surprising to see very common beef cows soon selling 
for more than a good kind of registered beef cows have been bring- 
ing the past few years. Most of the calves have been shipped to 
the butchers for several years past and many of them have been 
real nice beef calves.

having served a long time as secretary of the Virginia Aberdeen-

pany, an incorporated institution devoted to the growing of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle, general farming and a general lumber business 
he finds time to keep in close touch with the situation as it pertains 
to pure bred registered beef cattle, especially is he interested in the 
Abrdeen-Angus breed.

HOW PROJECT IS MANAGED AND FINANCED 
The Journal takes great pleasure in presenting under ti 
tion an editorial taken from the April Ist issue of the. this cap. 
Journal, published at Kansas City, Missouri, because St actefon 
facts concerning the growth and development of the Betprsent 
Campaign in which all beef cattle people seem to have an ter Beef 
their efforts, revealing an apparent realization that no m pn 
ular division of the industry can well afford to stand an — 
to the contrary that it behooves us all to unite under one eo But 
order to bring about the fulfillment of our desires as s a = 
Better Beef and a broader consumption of that Better oa . 
The Editor of the Hereford Journal says: “If the Bette 
Campaign does not accomplish anything else, it will demeniat 
whether or not it is possible to unite all factors in the beef-aeeae 
tion industry, from the cattle-raiser on the Southwest ran bys ~d 
city retailer, in a harmonious effort to promote the interest - 
this industry. It will demonstrate whether the various factors : 
beef production—the cattle grower, the feeder, the breeder of b “ 
bred beef cattle, the packer, and the retailer—have a comiaen ie 
terest, or must work independently of one another, every man fon 
himself and the = take the hindmost. ” 
“This consolidation of effort has been brought a 
the National Live Stock and Meat Board, an institution the wt 
nanced by the producers of all kinds of live stock. The funds for 
its support are raised by leving a small.tax on every carload of 
live stock received at the leading markets—cattle, hogs, sheep and 
goats. It might be well to explain here that the new work under. 
taken by the National Live Stock and Meat Board at the request 
of the National Better Beef Association is financed entirely by the 
latter, and that not a dollar of the money contributed by the pro- 
ducers of live stock for the support of the Meat Board is to be di- 
verted to the Better Beef Campaign. The National Better Beef As- 
sociation will finance this work entirely, the Meat Board simply 
furnishing the facilities and supervision at its command. A large 
part of the financial support of the Better Beef Association is ex- 
pected to come from the pure bred beef-cattle record associations 
with whom this movement originated. 
“The forces now behind the Better Beef Campaign are the Na- 
tional Better Beef Association, composed of the beef-cattle record 
associations and producers and feeders of beef cattle; the Institute 
of American Meat Packers, composed of the leading meat packers 
of the country; and the National Live Stock and Meat Board, rep- 
resenting the producers of all classes of meat animals. It is due 
to Oakleigh Thorne, president of the National Better Beef Associa- 
tion, more than to any other one man that all these interests have 
been combined in the interests of better beef. The Better Beef As- 
sociation decided that it was advisable to try out the top two grades 
of beef, those designated by the Government as “prime” and 
“choice.” The association secured from the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture an agreement to grade and mark these top two grades. Then 
it secured from the packers an agreement to cooperate with the 
Government in the grading and marking of these two grades. Then 
the Better Beef Association went to the National Live Stock and 
Meat Board and asked it to take over the administration of the 
work, the funds to be furnished by the Better Beef Association. 
“In agreeing to take over the supervision of this work, the 
Meat Board adopted the following resolution: ‘That the National 
Live Stock and Meat Board agree to take up a program of work 
along lines suggested and requested by the Better Beef Association; 
that this work shall be considered and conducted as an experiment 
calculated to obtain information not now available concerning the 
effect upon meat producers, consumers, and distributing agencies 
of the grading and marking of meats, and that, until further con- 
sideration and agreement, this work consists of making operative 
the practice of marking the grades of beef known to the trade as 
prime and choice; provided, that all expenses incurred in this u- 
dertaking shall be defrayed from funds to be made available by the 
Better Beef Association, thus leaving all moneys collected under 
the present system for the purpose of promoting the sale of all 
classes of meat as originally intended when the Board was created. 
“A statement issued by the Meat Board in this connection 
says: ‘Throughout the Board’s discussion, and evident in the res0- 


lution finally passed was the sentiment that the proposition is be 
ing undertaken entirely as an experiment, and that time will tel 
whether the marking of the two grades should be continued, wheth- 
er it should be extended, or abolished entirely. No attempt was 
made to map out in detail the course to be followed in carrying 
on the work which is destined to make operative the grading al 
marking of the two grades of beef specified. (Continued on page !

Biowfly Cee ni 


Estimated at $4,000,000 or More Annually 


Certain species of blowflies—primarily the 
screw-worm fly and secondarily the green- 
bottle-fly and the black blowfly—cause loss- 
es estimated at $4,000,000 or more annually 
because of their attacks on live stock. They 
are of particular concern to raisers of cat- 
tle, sheep, and goats on the ranges. When 
the screw-worm flies are abundant they are 
strongly attracted to the slightest scratch of 
Under 
favorable conditions they lay eggs in such 
wounds, and the larvae hatch and start feed- 
ing on the living tissues. If treatment is 
not administered promptly death of the ani- 
mal often results. 

Ranchmen are using various home reme- 
dies, such as axle grease and lamp-black, 
but probably proprietary “screw-worm kill- 
ers” of one sort or another are now most 


.prevalently used. These consist largely of 


crude carbolic acid, which, although it kills 
the worms with which it comes in contact, 
is also very poisonous to animals. As a re- 
sult many animals are killed by the treat- 
ment. 

In view of this situation the United States 
Department of Agriculture has for some 
time been engaged in a study to find a ma- 
terial that will kill the larvae and prevent 
reinfestation by repelling the flies. In all, 
about 350 compounds and mixtures have 
been tested to determine their repellent or 
attractant action. The results of this study, 
as applied to the screw-worm, are reported 


in Department Bulletin 1472-D, “Chemo- 
tropic Tests with the Screw-Worm Fly,” 
just issued and now ready for distribution. 

A number of the essential oils are good 
repellents, among which are Ceylon citron- 
ella oil and American pennyroyal oil, com- 
monly used as mosquito repellents. Pow- 
dered pyrethrum and derris, both of which 
are valuable contact insecticides, are effect- 
ive in repelling screw-worm flies. Of all 
the materials tested as repellents against 
the screw-worm fly, however, certain pro- 
ducts obtained from the pine are among the 
best. These include pine oil, crude turpen- 
tine, pine tar, and pine-tar oil. In view of 
the cheapness, availability, nontoxicity, and 
adhesiveness of pine-tar oil, the investiga- 
tors are of the opinion that this is the best 
material among all of those tested to use 
upon wounds of domestic animals to protect 
them against the screw-worm fly. 

The data presented in the bulletin, which 
are largely a result of laboratory investiga- 
tion, serve as a basis for further tests on 
living animals. Such tests are now under 
way. Furthermore, it is felt that these 
studies are a step in the direction of obtain- 
ing a better insight into the fundamental 
principles underlying the responses of in- 
sects to various chemical substances.

Keeps Buyers Away trom Cooper’s Sale 


The middle of March this year proved a 
bad time to hold a public auction, especially 
was this true in the case of those living in 
the Southern half of Iowa. There were no 
roads. Rail traffic was the only possible 
way of getting any place. These days of 
automobiles and fast transportation across 
country bring about a state of mind that is 
difficult to satisfy when it comes to spend- 
ing long hours on trains apparently getting 
on so slowly. As a result of weather condi- 
tions the attendance was seriously and se- 
verely cut at Col. Cooper’s place on March 
15th. Under such conditions the sale was 
destined to be a buyer’s bargain counter. 
And so it proved. No man will ever be able 
to refer to this sale as having been a bad 
place to buy cattle for it is safe to say that 
no individual brought its worth and in a 
majority of the cases twice as much might 
easily have been paid and still the animals 
would have been outstanding’ bargains. 

There were no sensational tops. $205.00 
was reached by two of the young bulls. The 
Miss Burgess heifer, Berosa 4th topped for 
the cows and the sale as well when she went 
to Mills & Anderson of Kirksville, Missouri, 
at $315.00. Her sister a year younger, both 
being by Enlate, passed to A. C. & C. D. 
Johnson, of Frankfort, South Dakota, at 
$250.00. The same firm also took the Elba 
heifer, Elbalate 3d by Enlate at the same 
price. 

A close scanning of the list of buyers will 
disclose several new names. Among these 
and perhaps most prominent is that of Dr. 
Geo. Laughlin, of Kirksville, Missouri, of 
Jersey fame of other days, but now deter- 
mined to install a real herd of beef cattle. 
Dr. Laughlin procured a real foundation 
herd, selecting for that purpose wisely and 
judiciously from the splendidly bred ma- 
trons and he also took a liberal helping from 
the list of young heifers offered. The day 
is not far distant when the Dr. Laughlin 
herd will take its place along with others of 
prominence and note. 

Last year many of the sales could report 
but few cattle above the $100.06 mark. The 
Journal is pleased to call attention to the 
very few animals that brought less than 
that amount. Five of these being young 
heifers and all sold in a lot to one buyer, 
and at the close of the auction when the 
crowd was anxious to get away to an early 
train. This situation saved Dr. Laughlin a 
good many dollars. While the averages were 
not high, they were in a sense under the 
conditions exceptionally good. The forty- 
one head averaged $130.00 with a vast ma- 
jority of the cattle selling between $100.00 
and $150.00 per round. 

Col. Cooper sold them in just their every 
day working clothes, coming right from the 
straw and ensilage ration to the sale ring. 
They were thin but ready to go out and 
make a real showing. Col. Kraschel presid- 
ed on the block and was assisted by Louie 
Morford in the ring, with E. T. Davis and 
M. A. Judy assisting in the management. 
Not many of the fellows give more for the 
money than can be had by those who attend 
“Bill” Cooper’s sales.

Oklahoma Agricutural and Mechanical 
College and Experiment Station, Wednes- 
day, April 27, 1927, Stillwater.

At this meeting, the 
results of the experimental hog, sheep and 
cattle feeding will be made public, and the 
cattle and some of the hogs may be seen 
at this time.

So far nothing has yet surpassed the old- 
fashioned flower gardens of our grandmoth- 
ers. These were composed largely of such 
annuals as asters, candy tuft, mignonette 
nasturtiums, cosmos, zinnias,  marigold, 
bachelor’s buttons, sweet peas, four o’clocks 
and others. These were planted promiscu- 
ously. The colors never clashed or appeared 
unsightly to the eye. 

Annual flowers are much better to use as 
cut flowers. It is best to plant them in rows 
as they may be cultivated with the rest of 
the garden. Many varieties may be started 
in the house in boxes and transplanted in the 
same way as we plant our tomatoes and cab- 
bage. Care should be taken in transplant- 
ing to give the roots sufficient room, and 
spacing the plants far enough. 

Sweet peas may be planted along the gar- 
den fence, and if the seed is soaked over 
night may be planted the latter part of 
April with very good results. 

For individual beds four-o’clocks are a 
favorite, their variety of colors and beauti- 
ful foliage need nothing to intensify their 
beauty, another beautiful bed may be made 
of salvia (scarlet sage) surrounded by the 
leafy plant, dusty miller. The blending of 
these two is a beautiful combination. 

Asters are easily grown and_ produce 
bloom over a long period. They require 
some shade. 

No garden seems complete without bulbs, 
such as gladiolas and dahlias. Success with 
gladiola bulbs usually depends upon the size 
of the bulb. A small bulb while less ex- 
pensive will produce one spike, seldom two, 
while a larger bulb produces from three to 
four and yields more bloom. Gladiolas are 
very beautiful in bouquets and are lasting. 
Dalias are hardy, easily raised and come In 
very beautiful colors. ; 

The everlasting flowers for winter bou- 
quets are fast gaining favor as they do not 
fade and keep indefinitely.. They requir 
very little care and should be in every gat 
en. The gomphrene is a clover like blossom 
another is similar to the daisy. These ever- 
lasting or straw flowers should be picked 
before they open, if they are allowed to re 
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: e stem too long they bend back 
main omy when cut. Growing these may 
be a source of income for the farm woman 
as these winter bouquets are readily sold. 

A neighbor of mine who is very success- 
ful with flowers uses all available soap suds 
in the watering of her plants. I mean to 
try this myself this year.

put on a full feed loses this milk fat; and, 
once lost, it never can be regained. It is 
therefore necessary, if you hope to have a 
very fine quality of flesh, to let your calf 
suckle a cow as long as possible at least un- 
til the calf is on full feed. 

Fowler’s Solution—It is with a great deal 
of hesitation that I bring up this subject; 
however, a few boys are using it, and I have 
been requested to write about it. I purpose 
to make what is here written a warning. 

Fowler’s solution is a compound of arsenic 
and a deadly poison. A very few drops of 
it will killa man. Herdsmen sometimes use 
it to make show animals eat more and thus 
get excessively fat. They use it more par- 
ticularly on animals which are “hard feed- 
ers.” A calf club member may be justified 
In using it for the same purpose, but I doubt 
it. Remember, if you use Fowler’s solution, 
youre using a two-edged sword. You may 
founder your animal and be much worse off 
than if you hadn’t tried it at all. When you

use drugs to get an animal to eat, you’re 
getting out of the amateur and into the pro- 
fessional class. 

Concentrated Feeds—Linseed oil meal, 
pea size or as a meal, is a standard feed 
with old cattle feeders. It has a high per- 
centage of protein, usually running about 34 
per cent. It has the added advantages of 
being liked by most cattle, and of having a 
beneficial effect upon the digestive system. 
It has laxative properties, thus keeping the 
animals cooled out, and also giving them a 
smoother appearance by keeping the hair 
smooth and glossy. As a general rule, not 
over two pounds per day should be fed at 
any time. 

Frequently club members have trouble 
getting their calves to eat oil meal. A good 
deal of this trouble can be avoided if the 
calves are fed pea-size meal, instead of the 
finely ground meal, when they are first 
started on feed. Many make the mistake of 
trying to get the calf to eat a full feed of 
oil meal from the start, and are disappoint- 
ed when they find that the calf has eaten 
the rest of the feed and left the oil meal in 
the box. A calf should be started on a feed 
of oil meal very slowly. If you have the 
pea-sized meal mix a very little with the 
feed and he probably will eat it with his 
corn. Another way is to take a little meal; 
and, when he’s licking out the box, getting 
the last of his feed, put it in. He’ll be apt 
to relish it then. If he absolutely refuses it 
and gets a bit hard in his hide and hair, get 
some raw (be sure you get raw linseed oil; 
boiled linseed oil is poisonous) linseed oil 
and put not over a tablespoonful of it on 
his feed (mixing it with the feed) once or 
twice a day. One club member got excellent 
results this past year by grinding flaxseed 
and feeding it as a protein supplement. Not 
only was it high in protein, but also it con- 
tained a large amount of oil, and this last 
had a most beneficial effect upon the hide 
and hair. The expense is a little greater 
with this procedure. 

Cottonseed Meal is another old standby 
which is a better feed than most club mem- 
bers give it credit for. It also has a high 
percentage of protein, 36 per cent to 44 per 
cent, depending on the grade; but, unlike 
linseed oil meal, it has rather a constipat- 
ing effect upon cattle. For this reason, oth- 
er feeds of a laxative nature must be used 
with it. Some feeders claim that it is not 
as good a feed as oil meal when fed to 
young stock because of its constipating 
quality.

To quote from Pre 
fessors H. W. Vaughan and A, L Harv ‘ 
of that institution: “Corn and cob meal did 
not surpass shelled corn in rate of gai 
when fed in combination with linseed meal 
corn silage, and alfalfa hay; but did excel 
shelled corn in economy of gain, in de 
of finish, in selling price, and in profit The 
lot fed corn and cob meal did not, at any 
time, show indications of digestive trouble 
such as bloating, scouring, or going off feed, 
The corn and cob meal ration also proved 
excellent for starting the calves on feed,” 
It has been the writer’s observation that 
this is the best way to feed calves corn. The 
above quotation has been the experience of 
numerous club members in this state. The 
writer has seen very few cases of chronic 
bloat or scours where corn and cob meal 
was being fed. Quite the opposite has been 
true where corn has been fed either cracked 
or shelled. Straight corn and cob meal is 
an excellent feed for starting calves; but, 
after they have been on full feed for about 
a month, it has been proven advantageous 
to cut down the percentage of cob, and make 
the feed more concentrated. This can be 
easily accomplished by adding half a bushel 
of shelled corn to each four bushels of ear 
corn when it is being crushed, and by grad- 
ually increasing the amount of shelled corn 
thereafter. 
Ground Corn or Corn Meal is a standard 
feed with a good many club members. The

- it is ‘ground the better. The greater part 
of the ration should be made up of corn or 
barley. It is better to grind the corn than 
to feed it shelled. You probably have no- 
ticed that, where cattle were on full feed, a 
rood deal of the corn passed through the 
pe ae and was not digested. This is caused 
by the animal not chewing his cud as he 
should, and so the digestive juices did not 
have a chance to work on the feed. To off- 
set this loss, you can grind the corn, and 
even if the calf doesn’t chew his feed as he 
should, the kernel already is broken up and 
the digestive fluids can act upon it. Corn 
meal is high in carbohydrates which are 
converted into fat by the digestive proces- 
ses. It has a fair percentage of protein— 
7 per cent to 8 per cent. Shelled corn has 
about the same percentage. 

Barley is rather extensively grown in 
some parts of the state; and, where it is 
available, it should be fed, especially during 
the latter part of the feeding period. It has 
about the same feeding value as corn, but it 
has a very decided tendency to give the 
animal more bloom and mellowness of flesh, 
with less patchiness. Barley, like corn, 
should be cracked and not finely ground. 
Rolled barley is preferable to cracked barley 
and is better liked by cattle. It is necessary 
to roll or grind barley because of its being 
so hard and dry. 

A good many club members fed boiled 
barley last year; and, if there be 2 “best” 
method of feeding barley, it probably is it. 
It can be prepared as follows: Take what 
barley you will feed in a day, put it in a ket- 
tle, and keep a slow fire under it. You can 
do this at night, and rebuilding the fire in 
the morning will be very satisfactory. An- 
other method is: Put what barley you will 
want for one feed in a pail, and then pour 
scalding hot water over it. Stuff a sack in 
the top of the pail, and allow it to steam. 

Great care must be exercised by the feed- 
er in seeing that no uneaten boiled barley 
is allowed to remain in the feed box, as it 
soon will sour. 

Barley rapidly is gaining in favor wher- 
ever it has been used extensively. It is an 
Al feed for calves. Feed barley and corn 
about half and half and watch the improve- 
ment it will make. In practically all cases, 
you will be pleasantly surprised. 

Oats are a bulkier and better balanced 
feed than corn. They are fairly high in 
protein, containing up to 10 per cent. Fully 
90 per cent of the club members make the 
mistake of feeding too many oats. Corn and 
barley make a much better fattening ration. 
Professors Beresford and McDonald of the 
Extension Service, lowa State College, well 
said in their very instructive exhibit at the 
1926 lowa State Fair, “Oats for Growth, 
Corn for Finish.” 

Roughages—Some roughage should al- 
ways be fed cattle. It is necessary to give 
“body” or bulk to the feed, thus insuring 
regularity of the digestive functions. Some 
common roughages are: 

Corn Silage with the ears left on contains 
about 1 per cent protein and about 73 per 
cent water. It differs from corn fodder in 
that it does not have such a high percentage 
or fiber which cannot be digested, and it 
is a muc’ more palatable feed for animals. 
It is a very good feed during the winter 
months for it adds succulence and variety 
to the ration. 

Most club members make the mistake of 
feeding too much silage. The most of you 

can cut down about half on what you ordin- 
arily would feed. 

Alfalfa Hay is rich, both in protein and 
ash, bone and muscle building elements. It

contains from 10 per cent to 14 per cent of 
protein, and is relished by all animals. If 
you have it available, let your calf have all 
he wants, unless he eats so much that he 
will not eat the amount of grain he should. 
This is quite often the case. Calves some- 
times will scour when started on alfalfa 
hay; and, for this reason, it is a wise pre- 
caution to start them gradually. 

Clover Hay contains from 8 per cent to 10 
per cent protein, and is relished by all kinds 
of stock, unless it be coarse or mouldy. 
Good, clean clover hay is the chief roughage 
used in this state, where alfalfa is not 
grown; and, because it is not quite so 
“washy” as alfalfa, some feeders prefer it. 
It is a very good roughage for growing ani- 
mals. 

Alsike Clover Hay has a large number of 
followers. Some feeders claim that it is 
relished more by cattle than any other hay. 
It is of fine texture, not washy, and has a 
number of things to recommend it. 

Roots. A few of the club members have 
asked about feeding roots. Most successful 
herdsmen, especially the Scotch, like to feed 
some root crop, when silage is not to be had. 
They add succulence to the ration, and 
herdsmen uniformly claim that roots will 
keep cattle on feed. 

Those mostly commonly fed are mangels 
and sugar beets. They are cut in small 
pieces and mixed with the feed. Herdsmen 
vary as to the amount which they feed per 
animal, some feeding as high as 40 to 45 
pounds per day in the winter. Ten pounds 
per day, if you are not feeding silage, will 
make a good feed for your calf, with the 
grain and hay you would feed regularly. 
The bloom which is gotten from roots is 
very similar to “milk bloom.”

To Be Rostica Beginning May Ist 


The grading and marking of prime and 
choice beef under government supervision 
whenever requested by meat retailers will 
be formally inaugurated as an experiment 
at nine large points of slaughter on May 1. 
This information was made public by the 
National Live Stock and Meat Board, upon 
advices from the bureau of agricultural 
economics, U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, that the grading and marking machin- 
ery will be ready to function at that time. 

The cities in which the service will be 
rendered at packing plants by the govern- 
ment at the present time are Boston, Phila- 
delphia, New York, Washington, Chicago, 
Kansas City, St. Joseph, Omaha and Sioux 
City. Others will be added to the list as the 
new undertaking develops, it is said. 

The plan of grading and marking stipu- 
lates that all beef so designated must have 
the final approval of a government super- 
visor before the stamp is applied. A roller 
stamp will mark the carcass from one end 
to the other, thus marking most of the re- 
tail cuts taken therefrom. Both steers and 
heifers are included. The legends to be used 
will read “U. S. Prime Steer,” “U. S. Choice 
Steer,” “U. S. Prime Heifer,” and “U. S. 
Choice Heifer.” 

The proposal to grade and mark meat is 
not a new one. For several years past in- 
dividual beef producers and feeders and 
their organizations have thrashed over the 
possibilities of such a plan. This agitation 
finally led to the grouping together of a 
number of these men prominent in the beef 
industry in what is now known as the Better 
Beef Association. Oakleigh Thorne, well 
known live stock man of Millbrook, N. Y., 
is a prominent figure in the association’s 
activities. Following the formation of the 
3etter Beef Association there were further 
deliberations regarding the subject of grad- 
ing and marking and these culminated in 
an agreement to try out the idea on the two 
grades of beef termed prime and choice. 

The National Live Stock and Meat Board 
also had given the matter serious cons:dera- 
tion for the past two years or more and had 
gone on record as favoring it. The Board 
was looked upon by the live stock and meat 
industry as the logical organization to de- 
velop the proposal to a working basis. Hav- 
ing a knowledge of the part it was expected 


Board agreed to take over the work of mak- 
ing it operative, with the understanding 
that necessary funds be provided by the 
Better Beef Association. 

The services of A. T. Edinger of the Bu- 
reau of Agricultural Economics, U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, were secured in 
this behalf. Mr. Edinger was granted a 
year’s leave of absence from the department 
that he might devote his entire time to the 
subject of grading and marking. Plans of 
operation have developed rapidly in the last 
few weeks, and on March 17th representa- 
tives of the government, packers, and the 
3etter Beef Association were called into 
session by the Board at Chicago to iron out 
further details of procedure. 

Mr. Edinger, working under the guidance 
of the Board, expects to make contact with 
the retailers in cities where there is the 
greatest demand for prime and choice beef. 
The first cities on his itinerary are Chicago, 
New York, Boston, and Philadelphia. Other 
cities will be visited as the work progresses. 

It is hoped that the plan will prove of real 
benefit to the consumer. The public is not 
well versed in meat quality. Statistics com- 
piled by the government and the Board show 
that the average housewife who buys most 
of the family meat is not able to judge qual- 
ity in meat.
